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Alston. llcnry Sccbohm, and others, severa! landscape views, nests of 
the Osprev, and various text illustrations of native implementa, ete., and 
maps showing the routes traveled. 

The dailv narrat i ve of t lie experiences of these travellers and collectors 
in these f;ir northern and stili little known regions, noting the progress 
of the season, the arrival and nesting of the birds, the eharacteristies of 
the eountry and the people, will be read with sympathetic interest by 
niany beyond the wide circle of ornithologists to which it immediately 
appeals. — J. A. A.

Wytsman’s ‘Genera Avium.' This important work 1 , proposed in 
1903 (see Auk, XXI, 1904, p. 312), seems now veli under way, the first 
five parts liaving recently rcached us for notice. Each part, restricted to 
a single family, is paged separatelv, and is practically complete in itself. 
Part l, by Ernst Hartert, treats of the Eurylamiida» (pp. S, 1 pl. coi.); 
Part II, by P. Wytsman, of the Todidie (pp. 4, 1 pl. eoi.); Parts III, IV. 
and V, by T. Salvadori, treat respectively of the Stringopidte (pp. 2, 1 pl. 
eoi.). X est ori die (pp. 3, 1 pl. coi.), and the Cacatuida' (pp. 7, 1. pl. coi.). 
The text consists of a brief general account of the family, in regard to ita 
relationships and teehnieal history, keys to the genera and species, with 
their prineipal synonymy and geographieal distribution. The work 
will thus be of great convenience and value as a synopsis of the birds 
of the world. It is edited by P. Wytsman, is published in English, and 
the illustrations are by Keulemans. They give a full length figure of a 
eharacteristic species, with head, feet and other detail figures of a number 
of other species, thus far ali in color, and of eourse wcll exeeuted. — J. A. A.
